Un less th e depot is remov ed 
with in th e n ex t 30 day s, said 
Kolberg, 
Un ion P a c i f i c 
au th orities will in itiate action 
to tear th e bu ildin g down . 
Kolberg reported th at 
th e 
depot mu st be remov ed from 
Un ion Pacific property becau se 
it is “econ omically u n feasible’’ 
for th e 
compan y 
to 
retain 
it. 
Altho ugh the State Histo rical 
So ciety canno t accept pro perty 
unless 
designated 
by 
the 
Legislature, Ko lberg said that 
he wo uld be willing “ to wo rk 
clo sely with any 
gro up 
in­ 
terested 
in 
undertaking 
the 
pro ject 
o f 
remo v ing 
and 
refurbishing the o ld depo t.” 
He 
su ggested 
th at 
th e 
bu ildin g migh t make an attrac­ 
tiv e tou rist in formation cen ter 
fo r on e of Lin coln 's parks. 
Possibly th e oldest railroad 
stru ctu re in Lin coln , th e 1877 
depot is presen tly bein g u sed 
by 
th e 
railroad 
as 
office 
space. 


Ko lberg repo rted that v ery 
few 
interio r 
and 
ex terio r 
alteratio ns hav e been made o v er 
the y ears. Part o f the o riginal 
ticket windo w and passenger 
benches are still intact. He ad­ 
ded that the building is rapidly 
deterio rating and is in a "po o r 
state o f repair.” 
Th e cu rator of h istoric sites 
ex pressed h is con cern ov er th e 


possible loss to Lin coln of su ch 
old bu ildin gs as th e depot. He 
said th at preserv ation efforts 
h av e been less effectiv e in 
Nebraska’s bigger cities th an 
in th e sm aller town s. Kolberg 
cited North Platte as an ex ­ 
ample of a city th at was try in g 
to acqu ire th e old Un ion Pacific 
depot, wh ich becam e famou s as 
a can teen du rin g World War II, 
for u se as a mu seu m.

Shultz, directo r o f the Office o f Management 
and Budget, also said the present budget was 
“ just barely ” under co ntro l and sho uld run 
a small deficit 
when 
figured 
o n 
a “ full 
emplo y ment” basis. 
Using the same sy stem, Shultz said the 
budget fo r fiscal y ear 19 73 , which begins July 
1, sho uld pro v ide mo re federal spending while 
keeping the bo o ks in balance. But this wo uld 
require a 2% dro p in the present 6 % unemplo y ­ 
ment rate. Unless this o ccurs, the new budget 
wo uld sho w a substantial deficit. 
Businessmen Chided 
Shultz also chided businessmen 
fo r co m­ 
plaining o f “ uncertainty ” o v er the eco no my ’s 
future. Tho se willing to take risks based o n 
increasing co nsumer co nfidence will reap pro fits 
in the mo nths ahead, he said. 
Shultz spo ke o ut as the Pay Bo ard set 
aside fo r o ne week the to ughest pro blem it 
has faced to date — ho w much o f a raise 
to allo w 3 3 0,000 aero space industry wo rkers. 
The bo ard rejected a 12% increase Wednes­ 
day , 
o v er v io lent 
o bjectio ns 
by 
its labo r 
members, and then agreed Thursday to table 
fo r sev en day s a pro po sal by the bo ard’s fiv e 


public members to cut back the first y ear 
increase to 8%. 
During that time, unio n and management 
o fficials will try to wo rk o ut so me o f the 
difficulties.

‘Barely Under Co ntro l 
In a speech to the Natio nal Press Club, 
Shultz said the budget fo r fiscal y ear 19 72, 
which ends June 3 0, was “ under co ntro l, but 
just barely , with the pro spect o f a small full 
emplo y ment deficit.” 
He described the 19 73 budget, which will

to

this 
mo nth, 
a s 
“ respo nsible . . . a budget that is ex pansiv e 
but which wo uld co me into balance if we were 
at full emplo y ment. 
“ It will take a fight to keep it there, 
I am sure, but it wo uld be tragic to lo se 
o ur sense o f discipline just as the disciplined 
po licies o f recent y ears are pay ing o ff,” he 
said. 
The 
administratio n 
began 
the

budget y ear predicting an actual deficit o f 
$11 billio n but admitted in mid-y ear it wo uld 
pro bably reach abo ut $27 billio n. 
But White Ho use eco no mists also calculate 
their budget o n a “ full emplo y ment” basis 


— h ow mu ch th e gov ern men t wou ld spen d an d 
receiv e if th e econ omy were operatin g at a 
4% u n employ men t lev el. 
Usin g th at defin ition , Shu ltz said n ex t y ear’s 
bu dget wou ld “ come in to balan ce.” He cited 
n o figu res, h owev er, refu sin g to “ scoop th e 
Presiden t.” 
Value-Added Tax 
He said th e admin istration was still con ­ 
siderin g a v alu e-added tax — a so-called n a­ 
tion al sales tax lev ied on m erch an dise at each 
stage of its m an u factu re — an d u sin g th e 
rev en u e to ease th e bu rden of local property 
tax es. Howev er, th e v alu e-added tax will n ot 
be in clu ded in Nix on ’s 19 73 bu dget m essage, 
Sh u ltz said. 
Sh u ltz said th e econ omic con trols h av e been 
effectiv e, prim arily becau se th ey were imposed 
at a time wh en th e econ omy already was 
pickin g u p steam. He said W edn esday ’s an ­ 
n ou n cemen t th at U.S. Steel Corp. h ad cu t some 
prices becau se of competition was “ th e kin d 
of stu ff we look for,” an in dication th at “ th e 
m arket h as a grip on th e situ ation .” 
The Price Co mmissio n, meanwhile, turned 
do wn requests fo r price increases by eight 
co al-pro ducing subsidiaries o f the A. T. Massey 
Co al Co .

Repu blican s, said h e is con cern ed by an ap­ 
paren t imbalan ce of “ m ilitan t radical” speakers 
su bsidized by stu den t fees on th e Un iv ersity 
of N ebraska’s Lin coln campu s. 


“ There appears to be an imbalance o f peo ­ 
ple representing what is called the rev o lutio nary 
po int o f v iew,” he said. 
“ Stu den ts of today h av e th e capabilities 
to make logical an d ration al ju dgmen ts prov ided 
th ey h av e th e opportu n ity to be ex posed to 
all poin ts of v iew.” 
Strom er said h is bill “ wou ld n ot limit who 
can come on campu s to speak.”

Bu t it wo u ld co ntinu e a go o d slice o f 
the tax o n tho se who are b igger o p erato rs and p resu mab ly , 
can affo rd to p ay the tax . 
No r are all the inequities o f the perso nal pro perty tax 
|the same. Generally speaking, the farmer wo uld hav e a hard 
time passing o n the co st o f this tax because he has so little 
co ntro l o v er the prices he receiv es fo r the things he markets. 
The business, o n the o ther hand, can pretty well pass the 
lax o n to custo mers. 
Thu s, there is far less ineq u ity in the tax as it is ap p lied 
against b u siness than there is in its ap p licatio n to farm ers. 
Ano ther asp ect o f the m atter has to do with the effects o f 
the tax o n p rices. 


★ 
Eliminating the p erso nal p ro p erty tax o n b u siness is no t 
likely to sav e the b u y ing p u b lic mu ch o f any thing in the 
m arket p lace. Po ssib ly , so me sav ings co u ld b e fo u nd in the 
p u rchase o f au to mo b iles b u t ev en this is p u re sp ecu latio n. 
The av erage b u siness o r indu stry is no t go ing to lo wer 
its p rices when and if the tax is remo v ed. Rather, remo v al 
b f the tax will merely fatten p ro fit margins. 
' 
Ano ther state senato r, Orv al Key es, has 
said that the 
Legislature sho uld lo o k at class ex emptio ns in perso nal pro perty , 
based o n such things as inco me pro ductio n and the pay ment 
o f a sales tax . 
Finally , there is the o v erall m atter o f p ressing need fo r 
lax fu nds at the state lev el. In the face o f this need, is 
ft ap p ro p riate to talk ab o u t any tax eliminatio n o r ex emp tio n, 
a t all? It it has to co me and the cho ice is the Ex o n o r 
JJu rb ach p n p o sal, Ex o n clearly has the b etter p lan.

Do the Anderso n Pap ers really tell the 
p u b lic that mu ch? We are o f the o p inio n 
that the U.S. go v ernment u nfo rtu nately and 
thro u gh fau lty reaso ning aligned this co u ntry 
o n the wro ng side o f the India-Pakistan war 
and the “ secret-sensitiv e” minu tes o f White 
Ho u se Secu rity Actio n Gro u p meetings releas­ 
ed b y Co lu mnist Jack Anderso n reinfo rce that 
feeling. 


Anderso n said he released the classified 
info rmatio n b ecau se he is against go v ernment 
secrecy and b ecau se he do esn’t think the

There may hav e b een inco ngru ities in 
what Natio nal Secu rity Adv iso r Henry Kis­ 
singer to ld the p ress fo r p u b lic co nsu mp tio n 
ab o u t the adm inistratio n’s stance o n the Indo - 
Pakistani war and was b eing said in p riv ate 
am o ng p o licy p lanners. It may also b e tru e, 
as U.S. Amb assado r to India Kenneth Keating 
alleges, that American p o licy was no t ju stified 
b y the facts o f the situ atio n. 


Bu t as far as the American p u b lie and 
the rest o f the wo rld was co ncerned, the 


U.S. cam e o u t o n the side o f Pakistan and 
it didn’t take the release o f the Anderso n 
p ap ers to make that p erfectly clear.

Tho mp so n, a 
fo rmer city co u ncilman with p ast ex p erience 
o n the M ay o r’s Co mmittee o n Hu man Relatio ns 
and the M ay o r’s Co mmittee 011 Ho u sing, was 
o riginally ap p o inted to the LHA b y the late 
May o r I). L. Ty rrell in 1963 and was reap p o int­ 
ed to a fu ll term b y May o r Dean Peterso n in 
1966. He co ntinu es to serv e at the p leasu re o f 
May o r Sehwartzko p f, altho u gh the m ay o r has 
neither m ade a new ap p o intment no r no tified 
Tho mp so n o f any intentio n to reap p o int him. 


This week, the au tho rity elected Tho mp so n 


chairm an, su cceeding Kenneth King, who se 


resignatio n fro m the LHA b ecam e effectiv e 
Dec. 31 last y ear. Tho mp so n accep ted the 
p o st with the reserv atio n that he wo u ld resign 
in Feb ru ary if he is no t reap p o inted. 
Tho mp so n in his nine y ears o n the LHA 
has ex hib ited an u nderstanding o f the ho u sing 
p ro b lems b esetting the lo w-inco me, stu dents 
and the elderly . As its p ro gram s gro w in

The wo rld o f educatio n is no t 
o nly o ne o f wo rds—it has also 
been a wo rld o f watchwo rds, 
c a t c h wo rds, 
this-and-that 
wo rds. 
Last 
y ear, 
“ the” 
wo rd 
s e e m e d 
t o 
b e 
“ ac­ 
co untability .” 
But o v er the y ears there hav e 
been many wo rds and phrases 
that hav e directed attentio n to 
scho o ls. Other recent o nes in-

‘ ‘ v o u c h e r s , ’ ’

But this y ear, it lo o ks as if all

finance.” 
And it’s likely to be the ho t­

Such a plan, it is said, might 
be financed by a “ v alue-added” 
tax , a flat lev y o n the v alue 
added at each stage 
in the 
manufacture o f a pro duct. 
Thus far, such a tax has been 
mentio ned in terms o f wo rld 
trade co mpetitio n, rather than 
a s 
a 
r e v enue-pro ducing 
scheme. 
The tax is apparently co m ­ 
mo n in Euro pe, where it is used 
to enco urage ex po rts by lev ing 
it against impo rts but rebating 
it to ex po rters. 
Nix o n is said to be co nsider­ 
ing asking Co ngress to co nsider 
it as a measure to strengthen 
the natio n’s wo rld trade po si­ 
tio n. 
He also co uld, it seem s, sug­ 
gest that the rev enue fro m such 


a tax be used to suppo rt lo cal 
scho o ls acro ss the co untry . 
The Califo rnia decisio n has 
already led Nix o n, back in 
Octo ber, to o rder a new study 
o f scho o l financing. Anno uncing 
that study ,

Assuming that so m ething is

financing, there are barrelsful 
o f questio ns that will be raised.

scho o l suppo rt, fo r ex am ple, 
wo uld that be as unfair to lo w- 
inco me fam ilies as the co urts 
hav e said pro perty tax es are?

Ano ther questio n: If federal 
and state go v ernments take o n

scho o ls, will the co untry also 
m o v e to ward federal o r state 
teacher pay schedules? 
And: Will teacher 
asso cia­ 
tio ns mo v e into 
po sitio ns 
to 
nego tiate fo r annual wage in­ 
creases

federal 
lev els? 
Assuming tho se are the kind 
o f questio ns that begin to po p 
up in the co ming mo nths, the 
scho o l finance issue m ay draw 
as much natio nal attentio n as 
any o ther do mestic co ncern o f 
recent y ears.

U.S. To Keep 
Warships In

Washington (J *) — The Pen­ 
tagon indicated Thursday that 
a carricr-led task force sent 
into the Indian Ocean during 
the Indo-Pakistan war marks 
the beginning of regular U.S. 
nav al operations in 
that v ast 
and strategic sea. 
Defense spokesman J erry W. 
Friedhelm said A m e r i c a n 
nav al units can be ex pected to 
cruise the Indian Ocean “ from 
time to time” in the future. 
“ We arc able to do that now” 
since fewer U.S. warship s are 
tied down by the Vietnam war, 
Friedheim told newsmen. 
Urged By Nav y 
Nav y leaders hav e been u rg­ 
ing that a regular 
American 
nav al presence be maintained 
in the Indian Ocean ev er since 
the British began pulling out 
and the Russians sent their 
first squadron into that o cean 
more than three y ears ago. 
They hav e won the support of 
Defense Secretary M e l v i n

But the war was v irtually 
ov er by then and the U.S. nav al 
force mov ed in an area south of 
India and Cey lon. It has re­

station at an airstrip on the 
island of Diego Garcia and 
suggested that this was a tipoff 
of U.S. intentions in the Indian 
Ocean.

He was about 11 years old, in blue jeans 
and a w'hite T-shirt with Dolphins stenciled 
across the front. He had a little

of a face, and a shining white smile. 
Except

handful out of his own 
family, I can’t imagine that anybody in 
Miami gave a hang much about what was 
in Pedro’s bag of dreams. He was just a 
small boy. 
Miami’s not my favorite town. I don’t 
care for discourteous bellhops and doormen, 
and bored desk clerks. I don’t like rude 
millionaires, or rude people who pretend they 
are millionaires. 
In the summer it clears up a little. 
The millionaires and the pretended rich go 


somewhere else, and the hired help is a 
little more courteous about a dollar tip. But 
even then I don’t think anyone would care 
much about Pedro and his dreams. 
Pedro had come to Biscayne College with 
his 
little 
book 
because 
he 
adores 
the 
Dolphins. One autograph, one player who 
would have stopped to shake his hand, would 
have made his day. 
But his darlings were gone, practice had 
been long finished. There were no names 
for his book, and it is a very long way 
to Biscayne College from the middle of 
town. 
So he asked a man about each of the 
players, and the fellow told him the best 
he could, one Dolphin at a time. And Pedro 
thought that was rather grand. 
“ I ’ve got eight dollars,” Pedro said. And 
he took them from his pocket, one wadded 
bill at a time. “ I earned them. I didn't 
steal them. I ’m going to buy a ticket to 
the ball game.” 
How the hell do you tell a kid that 


the world’s impossible sometimes? How are 
you going to tell him the world isn’t made 
of little boy dreams, but too often is designed 
for more cash than eight dollar bills? 
“ Once I saw a Dolphin game,” Pedro 
said. “ My father took me a year ago, with 
tickets he got from where he works. Now 
I have my eight dollars, and I will go stand 
in line, and I will buy a ticket.” 


What was I supposed to tell the kid? 
That he didn’t have a whisper of a chance? 
That eight dollars wouldn't buy him standing 
room in the line, let alone a ticket to see 
his Dolphins play Baltimore? A kid with 
eight dollars he earned himself isn’t that 
important. 


I don’t know that it was any better 
when I was a boy. But there always seemed 
to be a sign board we could crawl up, 
and if a few of us sneaked under the tent, 
nobody cared. 


The night that followed the afternoon 
that Pedro stood by the practice field, a 
doorman with elegant arrogance directed his 


traffic, and sold tickets for $100 a copy 
to people who never 
saw a Dolphin game 
in their life, and never walked all the way 
to Biscayne College just to see a hero. 
There was Pedro, 
with the eight small 
dollars in 
his hand, 
the retail list price 
for a ticket, and he couldn’t buy a seat 
to see the team he had come to adore. 
“ Is there anybody I can write about 
that?” Pedro said. 
Hell, I don’t want to shoot a kid down 
twice in 10 minutes. Let him go home with 
one small dream, anyway, so I told him 
to write Pete Rozelle, National Football 
League Commissioner, and I told him to 
tell Pete he had earned his eight dollars, 
which takes a very long time for a small 
boy. 
I told him to tell Pete he couldn’t get 
a ticket with his eight dollars even if he 
stood in line. 
I hope Pedro writes. It won’t work, of 
course, an 11-year-old boy with eight dollars 
he earned himself and a small dream isn’t 
that important to pro football.

3 Major Violations Seen

Fear Of Overpopulation 


The new mania is fear of 
global overpopulation. Up to 
naw, advancing technology has 
kept apace of expanding needs. 
One limiting factor is water 
shortage in some areas. 
I recently inspected the de­ 
salting facilities in Las Palmas 
in the Canary Islands for mak­ 
ing drinking water out of sea 
water, thus offsetting the in­ 
sufficient rainfall of 7 inches a 
year. The process, based on 
American patents, evaporates 
sea water; from eight gallons 
of ocean water, one gallon is 
converted into potable water 
and seven are returned to sea. 
Similar processes are in use in 
Kuwait, in Israel, Japan and 
even in parts 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Inasmuch 
as 
the 
resultant 
drinking water is too pure, salt 
and other chemicals arc added. 
The managers of the public 
project in Las Palmas were 
unable to quote cost figures, 
since it is public policy to se'l 
t ic resultant biproduct elec­ 
tricity at a low figure, thus 
transferring part of the cost of 
generating electricity to the 
water distillation. The project 
in Las Palmas is still 
ex­ 
perimental, but, like similar 
activities 
elsewhere, 
it 
un­ 
derscores the fact that, when 
something essential to life such 
as water is needed, men’s in­ 
genuity fines a way. The task 
now is to cheapen the cost of 
de-salting. 1% Las Palms, the 
near-term goal is to take care 
of W /o of the city's water 
needs.

Our task is to do 
what we can to facilitate these 
negotiations,” Bergus told an 
interviewer after b i d d i n g 
farewell to President Anwar 
Sadat. 
The United States announced 
Wednesday that Bergus was to 
be replaced 
by Joseph M. 
Greene Jr., who has served as 
No. 2 man for Washington in 
London and New Dellhi and is 
the same age as Bergus, 51. 
Bergus, who has served eight 
years in Egypt and one year in 
Washington in charge of its 
Egypt desk, plans to leave 
Cairo for home in five days, 
hoping to avoid long 
good­ 
byes. 
“ After devoting nine years of 
your life to a country, you don’t 
leave 
without 
a 
sense 
of 
regret,” he said. Bergus has 
accepted a post as diplomat in 
residence ait the University of 
South Carolina, at Columbia, 
until May. His plans are in­ 
definite after that. 
Bergus said goodbye to Sadat 
privately after escorting Sen. 
Lloyd Bentsen. I>Tex., to the 
president’s office.

mean we now only the median 
strip and the first 15 feet of 
grassy shoylder on either side 
of the road.” 
Gray 
explained 
that 
the 
combination of limited mowing 
and use of native grasses en­ 
courages regeneration of native 
prairie flowers 
and 
shrubs, 
crowds out undesirable weeds 
such 
as 
musk 
thistle 
and 
reduces water runoff. He said 
water retention helps prevent 
soil erosion and reduces the 
fire risk.

Old Depot Needs A Home 


The Union Pacific Freight 


Depot, a frame building just 
north of the "0" St. viaduct, is 
in need of a new hone. 


According to Persijs Kolberg, 


curator of historic sites at the 
State Historical Society, Union 
Pacific officials have offered to 
donate the structure to any 
group willing to remove it from 
its present site. 


Unless the depot is removed 


within the nexl 30 days, said 
Kolberg, 
Union 
P a c i f i c 


authorities will initiate action 
to tear the building down. 


Kolberg reported that 
the 


depot must be removed from 
Union Pacific property because 
it is "economically unfeasible" 
for the 
company 
to retain 


it. 


Although the State Historical 


Society caanot accept property 
unless 
designated 
by 
the 


Legislature, Kolberg said that 
he would be willing "to work 
closely with any group in- 
terested 
in undertaking the 


project 
of 
removing 
and 


refurbishing the old depot.1' 


He 
suggested 
that 
the 


building might, make an attrac- 
tive tourist information center 
for one of Lincoln's parks. 


Possibly the oldest railroad 


structure in Lincoln, the 1877 
depot is presently being used 
by 
the 
railroad 
as 
office 


space. 


Kolberg reported that very 


few 
interior 
and 
exterior 


alterations have been made over 
the years. Part of the original 
ticket window and passenger 
benches are still intact. He ad- 
ded that the building is rapidly 
deteriorating and is in a "poor 
state of repair." 


The curator of historic sites 


expressed his concern over the 


possible loss to Lincoln of such 
old buildings as the depot. He 
said that preservation 
efforts 


have been less effective in 
Nebraska's bigger cities than 
in the smaller towns. Kolberg 
cited North Platte as an ex- 
ample of a city thai; was trying 
to acquire the old Union Pacific 
depot, which became famous as 
a canteen during World War II, 
for use as a museum. 


Washington 
(UPI) — The 
Nixon 
ad- 


ministration will send Congress an "expansive" 
budget for the coming fiscal year, but it will 
be balanced if the economy gets back in high 
gear, budget director George P. Shultz said 
Thursday. 


Shultz, director of the Office of Management 


and Budget, also said the present budget was 
"just barely" under control and should run 
a small deficit when figured on a "full 
employment" basis. 


Using the same system, Shultz said the 


budget for fiscal year 1973, which begins July 
1, should provide more federal spending while 
keeping the books in balance. But this would 
•require a 2% drop in the present 6% unemploy- 
ment rate. Unless this occurs, the new budget 
would show a substantial deficit. 


Businessmen Chided 
Shultz also chided businessmen for com- 


plaining of "uncertainty" over the economy's 
future. Those willing to take risks based on 
increasing consumer confidence will reap profits 
in the months ahead, he said. 


Shultz spoke out as the Pay Board set 


aside for one week the toughest problem it 
has faced to date — how much of a raise 
to allow 250,000 aerospace industry workers. 


The board rejected a 12% increase Wednes- 


day, 
over 
violent objections by its labor 


members, and then agreed Thursday to table 
for seven days a proposal by the board's five 


public members to cut back the first year 
increase to 8%. 


During that time, union and management 


officials will try to work out some of the 
difficulties. 
The 
two unions involved, the 


International Association of Machinists and the 
United Auto Workers, will hold their own 
discussions Saturday in St. Louis. 


The Pay Board's guideline for wage in- 


creases is 5.5% a year. 


'Barely Under Control 
In a speech to the National Press Club, 


Shultz said the budget for fiscal year 1972, 
which ends June 30, was "under control, but 
just barely, with the prospect of a small full 
employment deficit." 


He described the 1973 budget, which will 


go 
to 
Congress 
later 
this 
month, 
as 


"responsible ... a budget that is expansive 
but which would come into balance if we were 
at full employment, 


"It will take a fight to keep it there, 


I am sure, but it would be tragic to lose 
our sense of discipline just as the disciplined 
policies of recent years are paying off," he 
said. 


The 
administration 
began 
the 
current 


budget year predicting an actual deficit of 
$11 billion but admitted in mid-year it would 
probably reach about $27 billion. 


But White House economists also calculate 


their budget on a "full employment" basis 


— how much the government would spend and 
receive if the economy were operating at a 
4% unemployment level. 


Using that definition, Shultz said next year's 


budget would ''come into balance." He cited 
no figures, however, refusing to "scoop the 
President." 


Value-Added Tax 


He said the administration was still con- 


sidering a value-added tax — a so-called na- 
tional sales tax levied on merchandise at each 
stage of its manufacture — and using 
the 


revenue to ease the burden of local property 
taxes. However, the value-added tax will not 
'be included in Nixon's 1973 budget message, 
Shultz said. 


Shultz said the economic controls have been 


effective, primarily because they were imposed 
at a time when the economy already was 
picking up steam. He said Wednesday's an- 
nouncement that U.S. Steel Corp. had cut some 
prices 'because of competition was "the kind 
of stuff we look for," an indication that "the 
market has a grip on the situation." 


The Price Commission, meanwhile, turned 


down requests for price increases by eight 
coal-producing subsidiaries of the A. T. Massey 
Coal Co. 


The commission said the increases, which 


ranged between 6.79 and 10.45%, would push 
Massey's earnings above the pre-freeze level 
established as a base for future increases.

Ban On Student Fees For Speakers

Sen. Gerald Stromer of Kearney Thursday 


said he will introduce a bill nexl week to 
prohibit the use of mandatory student fees 
to subsidize speakers on public university and 
college campuses throughout the state. 


The measure will also require an accounting 


of the use of all student fee funds. 


Stromer had earlier promised to deliver 


a bill regulating the use of student fees, but 
terms of the measure had not previously been 
outlined. 


The 29-year-old lawmaker, who is chairman 


of 
the 
Nebraska 
Federation 
of Y o u r. g 


Republicans, said he is concerned by an ap- 
parent imbalance of "militant radical" speakers 
subsidized by student fees on the University 
of Nebraska's Lincoln campus. 


"There appears to be an imbalance of peo- 


ple representing what is called the revolutionary 
point of view," he said. 


"Students of today have the capabilities 


to make logical and rational judgments provided 
they have the opportunity to be exposed to 
all points of view." 


Stromer said his bill "would not limit who 


can come on campus to speak." 


Any student group that wishes could bring 


speakers to the campus, he said, but they 
would have to fund the appearance themselves, 
charge admission or acquire speakers without 
cost. 


Stromer's bill will join what has 'become 


a steady stream of new legislative proposals 
submitted to the 1972 Legislature. Thirty-two 
new bills were introduced Thursday, bringing 
the week's total thus far to 147. 


Among them were Sen. Orval Keyes' com- 


bination property tax relief and school aid 
proposal and Sen. Herb Duis' proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to limit local taxes on 
real estate to a maximum of one per cent 
of actual value. 


Both bills had been outlined earlier by 


the senators. 


The Duis plan, contained in LB1185, would 


have the practical effect of transferring support 
for schools from the local property tax to 
state sales and income tax revenue. 


LB1159, the Keyes proposal, 
would use 


revenue from a 2% state sales tax and "an 
equal amount" of revenue from state income 
and franchise taxes to provide property tax 
relief through state aid to schools. 


At stake is about $144 million a year. 
Keyes also introduced LB1160, which would 


institute a 50-cent admission tax for persons 
18 or older attending any movie not rated 
for general audiences. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh delivered his 


proposed constitutional amendment to increase 
legislative salaries from $4,800 to $12,500 a 
year and wipe out the time limits on legislative 
sessions. It was designated as LB1166.

LB1171, which would provide a program of

}iot e\en under discussion. The only thing under 
discussion 


is the tax that is applied against farm equipment and business 
equipment and inventories.

.James Exon. Exon's approach 


as lar the supcuor and his figures demonstrate that a tolal 
[eventual writeoff of "(his tax. as Bui bach proposes, would simply

'else 


Without boring you with the statistics, the great share 


of this personal propcily lax is paid by a relatively small 
number cf farmers and businesses Most who pay the ta< 
•are small farmers and small businesses 


Thus, a slow and escalating exemption such as Exon proposes 


would give relief to those who need it most among the personal 
property taxpayers 
But it would continue a good slice of 


the tax on those who arc bigger operators and presumably, 
can afford to pay the tax. 


Nor are all the inequities of the personal property lax 


,the same. Generally speaking, the farmer would have a hard 
time passing on the eosl of this tax because he has so little 
control over the prices he receives for the things he markets. 
The business, on the other hand, can pretty well 'pass the 
lax on to customers. 


Thus, there is lar less inequity in the tax as it is applied 


against business than there is in its application to faimeia 
Another aspect ol the matter has lo do wilh the effects ot 
the tax on pi ices

Eliminating the personal property tax on business is not 


likely lo sa\e the buying public much of anything in the 
market place Possibly, some savings could be found in the 
purchase of automobiles but even this is pure speculation 


The average business or industry is not going to lower 


its prices when and if the tax is removed. Rather, removal 
of the tax will merely fatten profit margins 


Another state senator, Orval Keycs, has said thai the 


Legislature should look at class exemptions in personal properly, 
based on such things as income production and the payment 
pf a sales tax. 


Finally, there is the overall matter of pressing need for 


lax funds at the state level 
In the face of this need, is 


it appropnate to talk about any lax elimination or exemption, 
at all ? H U has to come and the choice is the Exon or 
Jiurbach proposal, Exon clearly has the better plan

public that much7 We arc of the opinion 
that the U S government unfortunately and 
through faulty reasoning aligned this country 
on the wrong side of the India-Pakistan war 
and the ' secret-sensitive" mir.utes of Whue 
House Security Action Group meetings releas- 
ed by Columnist Jack Anderson reinforce that 
feeling.

Theie may have been incongruities in 


what JNalional Security Advisor Henry Kis- 


singer told the press for public consumption 
about the administration's stance on the Indo- 
Pakistam war and was being said in private 
among policy planners. It may also be true, 
as U S Ambassador to India Kenneth Keating 
alleges, thai American policy was not justified 
by the facls of the situation 


But as far as the American public and 


the rest of the world was corcerned, the 


U S came out on the side of Pakistan and 
it didn't take the release of the Anderson 
papers to make that perfectly clear. 


The papers may be valuable for another 


and m&re important reason, however, in that 
they should generate action to change the 
government's sytem of classifying "secret" 
information. 


It should be noted that the government 


did not immediately step in to see court 
action to restrain the 
publication of the 


Anderson Papers as it did in the case of 
the Penlagon Papers. There apparently was 
no serious bieach of military secuntv 


What this suggests is that there is much 


information that is stamped secret that is 
not crucial to the national security and thus 
should not be kept from tne public But the 
publication of the papers in itself shews that 
existing laws governing the classification of 
information are being abused. 


The House Armed Services Committee's 


inquiry aimed at curbing overuse of the 
secrecy stamp and closing what, Chairman 
F Edward Hebert calls the "open season" 
on government secrets certainly is in order. 


Housing Authority Vacancy? 


Earlier tins week m this space we com- 


mented on Mayor Schwartzkopf's promising 
selection of Mrs. Carol Yoakum to fill a 
vacancy on the Lincoln Housing Authority 
(LHA) 
Ths mayor has not completed what 


we believe to be his obligations regarding 
the current LIIA situation, however. 


Last June 30, the term of Housing Commis- 


sioner Carroll Thompson expired. Thompson, a 
former city councilman with past experience 
on the Mayor's C'ommiltee on Human Relations 
and the Mavor's Committee on Housing, was 
ongmally appointed lo the LHA by the late 
Ma\oi D L. Tyirell m 1963 and was reappomt- 
ed lo a full term by Mayor Dean Peterson in 
1966 He continues to serve at the pleasure of 
Mayor Schwartzkopf, although the mayor has 
neither made a new appointment nor notified 
Thompson of any intention to reappomt him. 


This week, the authority elected Thompson 


chairman, succeeding Kenneth King, whose 


resignation from the LHA became 
effective 


Dec. 31 last year 
Thompson accepted the 


post with the reservation that he would resign 
in February if he is not reappomted. 


Thompson m his nine years on the LHA 


has exhibited an understanding of the housing 
problems besetting the low-income, students 
and the elderly 
As its programs grow in 


scope, 
the authority 
can 
benefit 
f r o m 


Thompson's valuable experience. We believe 
that it is his wish to continue serving, but 
ihis attitude in announcing he will resign if 
not reappomted is entirely reasonable. 
It 


vvculd be difficult to be an effective chairman 
on a day-to-day basis. 


Because it would be of value to the 


authority and its clients and the city as a 
whole, we think Thompson should remain on 
the authority 
But, at any rate, the mayor 


should fish or cut bait. He should either 
reappomt Thompson or make a new appoint- 
ment

The court decisions handed 


down thus far say the current 
methods of financing schools

So, state legislatures in most

be financed by a "value-added" 
tax. a flat levy on the value 
added at each stage in the 
manufacture of a product. 


Thus far, such a tax has been 


mentioned in terms of world 
trade competition, rather than 
as 
a 
r e venue-producing 


scheme 


The tax is apparently com- 


mon m Europe, where it is used 
to encourage exports by leving 
it against imports but rebating 
it to exporters. 


Nixon is said to be consider- 


ing asking Congress to consider 
it as a measure to strengthen 
the nation's world trade posi- 
tion. 


He also could, it seems, sug- 


gest that the revenue from such 


a tax be used to support local 
schools across the country. 


The California decision has 


already led Nixon, back in 
October, to order a new study 
of school financing. Announcing 
that study, HEW Secretary 
Elliott Richardson said school 
financing should move from "a 
narrowly 
based, 
regressive 


local tax to a more broadly 
based national tax." 


And a 
study released in 


November by the U.S. Office of 
Education called for federal 
and

Assuming those are the kind 


of questions that begin to pop 
up in the coming months, the 
school finance issue may draw 
as much national attention as 
any o'her domestic concern of 
recent \ears.

Democratic 


voters With a big field of more 
liberal 
candidates 
and 
a 


vigorous Wallace campaign in 
prospect, that kind of support 
could conceivably give Wallace 
a victory KI the eighth largest 
state and one of the most im- 
portant primaries. He is almost 
bound to make a strong show- 
ing, at the very least. 


This would dramatize 
the 


question whether Muskie,

n o m i n a t e d ,

Democrats in line against an 
almost certain Wallace third- 
party campaign next fall And 
any time a candidate is likely 
to draw off as many voters as 
Wallace should in Florida, the 
outcome among all the other

Humphrey might finish ahead, 
instead of Muskie, or that the

Sometimes the Big Lie pro- 


paganda technique' takes us all 
in. 


Thus for a while it was 


fashionable to charge that "law 
and order" was a code name 
for oppressing the blacks. 


To my mind, however, law 


and order are basic for the 
future promise of American life 
and it depreciates the concept 
to assume that such disciplines 
are only for the poor and the 
uiunfluential. 


To be specific, there have 


been no less than three major 
violations 
of

recently. The first was when 
Whitman Knapp, Wall Street 
attorney and chairman of the 
I^napp Commission appointed 
by New York's Mayor Lindsay 
to investigate police corruption, 
decided to broaden its inquiry 
to determine why high officials 
in the Lindsay Administration, 
including the mayor, sat on 
their hands for three years 
after 
receiving 
information 


from two policemen. Knapp 
decided to excuse not calling 
Mayor Lindsay lest his ap- 
pearance turn into a "'political 
circus.'' 


Thus, Chairman Knapp set 


up a new legal yardstick in- 
ferentially holding that, if a 
politician falters, he should be 
immune from questioning for 
his alleged misfeasance pro- 
vided he is promoting his ad- 
vancement 
to 
a 
h i g h e r 


governmental post, including 
the presidency.

I recently inspected the de- 


salting facilities in Las Palmas 
in the Canary Islands for mak- 
ing drinking water out of sea 
water, thus offsetting the in- 
sufficient rainfall of 7 inches a 
year. The process, based on 
American patents, evaporates 
sea water; from eight gallons 
of ocean water, one gallon is 
converted into potable water 
and seven are returned to sea. 
Similar processes are in use in 
Kuwait, in Israel, Japan and

of the U.S.

drinking water is too pure, salt 
and other chemicals are added. 


The managers of the public 


project in Las Palmas ^ere 
unable to quote cost figures, 
since it is public policy to ssU 
('he results-:t biproduct elec- 
tricity at a low figu,-e, thus 
transferring part of the cost of 
generating electricity to the 
water distillation. The project 
in Las Palmas is still 
ex- 


perimental, but, hke similar 
activities elsewhere, 
it

derscores the fact that, when 
something essential to life such 
as water is needed, men's in- 
genuity fines a way. The task 
now is to cheapen the cost of 
de-salting. I-.i Las Palms, the

between Egypt and Israel. I do 
not see war serving anybody's 
purpose . . . Our task is to do 
what we can to facilitate these 
negotiations," Bergus told an 
interviewer after b i d d i n g 
farewell to President Anwar 
Sadat.

Wednesday that Bergus was to 
be replaced 
by Joseph 
M. 


Greene Jr., who has served as 
No. 2 man for Washington in 
London and New Delhi and is 
the same age as Bergus, 51. 


Bergus, who has served eight 


years in Egypt and one year in 
Washington in charge of its 
Egypt desk, plans to leave 
Cairo for home in five days, 
hoping to avoid long good- 
byes. 


"After devoting nine years of 


your life to a country, you don't 
leave 
without 
a 
sense of 


regret," he said. Bergus has 
accepted a post as diplomat in 
residence at tine University of 
South Carolina, at Columbia, 
until May. His plans are in- 
definite after that. 


Bergus said goodbye to Sadat 


privately after escorting Sen. 
Lhni Bentsen. LVTex.. to the 
president's office.
